US television icon Andy Griffith dies, 86 


LOS ANGELES (AFP) - Actor 
Andy Griffith, 86, a beloved 
icon of US television for pro¬ 
grams including "The Andy 
Griffith Show" in the 1960s 
and the popular legal drama 
"Matlock," died yesterday, US 
media reported. 


Griffith, who was awarded 
the Presidential Medal of Free¬ 
dom by then president George 
W. Bush in 2005, died at his 
North Carolina home. 

He became a household 
name for his eponymous se¬ 
ries. He also played the sheriff

in "Mayberry RFD," set in the 
same fictional town as "The 
Andy Griffith Show," said to 
be modeled on his hometown 
of Mount Airy, North Carolina. 

Griffith sang in church as a 
child, and joined a university 
drama club before becoming a 
teacher after graduating, ac¬ 
cording to industry daily Vari¬ 
ety. He got his big break in the 
1950s when Ed Sullivan began 
featuring him on his national 
television show. 

After a stint on Broadway 
he launched "The Andy Grif¬ 
fith Show," along with a young 
Ron Howard. 

Griffith formed his own 
production company in 1972, 


making several films and TV 
series, and was nominated for 
an Emmy award in 1981 for for 
his portrayal in the 1981 televi¬ 
sion show "Murder in Texas." 

Flowers were to be placed 
on his sidewalk star on the 
Hollywood Walk of Fame to 
honor him, organizers said. 

He is survived by his third 
wife, Cindi Knight, and an 
adopted daughter from his first 
marriage. An adopted son died 
in 1996.

Germany vows shake-up after botched 
neo-Nazi probe 


BERLIN (AFP) - Germany 
pledged root-and-branch re¬ 
form of its security services 
yesterday after the domestic in¬ 
telligence chief resigned over a 
botched probe of serial killings 
now blamed on neo-Nazis. 

Interior Minister Hans- 
Peter Friedrich of Chancellor 
Angela Merkel's conservative 
bloc said the working methods 
of the federal authorities nee¬ 
ded a "fundamental rethink" 
after it emerged that key case 
files were shredded. 

"What happened, of course, 
is unacceptable and that is why 
there must be consequences," 
Friedrich told public radio one 
day after he announced that 
domestic intelligence director 
Heinz Fromm, 63, would take 
early retirement. 

"I think that we need to take 
a very critical look at what 
happened at the Office for the 
Protection of the Constitution, 
and I will," he said referring to 
the domestic intelligence 


agency. 

Yesterday with the dis¬ 
missal of the head of a regional 
domestic intelligence service 
which had been involved in an 
operation to recruit right-wing 
extremists in the state as in¬ 
formants. 

Interior minister in central 
Thuringia state Joerg Geibert 
announced that Thomas Sippel 
would retire, saying he has "no 
longer the confidence" of the 
state parliament. 

Fromm had been under fire 
since November when it 
emerged that a far-right trio 
calling itself the National So¬ 
cialist Underground (NSU) was 
likely behind a murder spree 
with 10 victims, most of them 
shopkeepers of Turkish origin. 

The case broke open only 
when two members of the 
NSU were found dead in an 
apparent suicide pact and the 
other, a woman, turned herself 
in. 

Investigators initially sus¬

pected criminal elements from 
the Turkish community were 
behind the rash of killings. 

The intelligence chief fi¬ 
nally threw in the towel after 
an interior ministry official tes¬ 
tified to a parliamentary com¬ 
mittee last week that files with 
information about neo-Nazis 
were destroyed by agency em¬ 
ployees. 

Friedrich said that Fromm's 
successor would be named in 
the course of a "calm discus¬ 
sion about reforms and 
changes" at the agency. 

Despite his resignation, 
Fromm is to testify tomorrow 
before the parliamentary com¬ 
mittee probing failings in the 
investigation of the murders, 
as will the staff member who 
ordered the files shredded. 

The committee's chairman 
Sebastian Edathy said further 
resignations were possible and 
called on the agency to pin¬ 
point what went wrong during 
the criminal probe. 


Report: Arafat 
poisoned by 
polonium 


DOHA (AFP) - Yasser 
Arafat, who died in 2004, 
was poisoned by polonium, 
according to the findings of 
laboratory research carried 
out in Switzerland and cited 
in an Al-Jazeera report yes¬ 
terday. 

The analysis focused on 
biological samples taken 
from the late Palestinian 
leader's belongings given to 
his wife Suha by the military 
hospital in Paris where he 
died, according to Francois 
Bochud, head of the Institute 
of Radiation Physics at the 
University of Lausanne. 


11 dead from H1N1 flu 
in Bolivia 


LAPAZ (AFP) - At least 11 
people in Bolivia have died 
from H1N1 flu in recent 
months, with most of the 
cases occurring in just the 
past few weeks, health offi¬ 
cials here said yesterday. 

Deputy Health Minister 
Martin Maturano said 873 
cases had been reported 
across the country, and urged 
Bolivians to take preventive 
measures, such as eating well 
and frequently washing their 
hands. 

Bolivian authorities have 
not said whether the strain of 
the virus originated as swine 
or avian flu — in other words 
whether it first spread to hu¬ 
mans from pigs or birds. 

In 2009, an H1N1 epi¬ 
demic erupted in Mexico, 
sparking a worldwide pan¬ 
demic that caused at least 


17,000 deaths. 

Bolivia's current outbreak 
primarily has affected young 
children, the elderly, and 
those whose systems are al¬ 
ready weakened by illness or 
chronic health conditions 
such as high blood pressure 
or diabetes. 

Some 471 cases have been 
reported in the capital, La 
Paz, while 109 were reported 
in the neighboring city of El 
Alto. In total, the La Paz de¬ 
partment, the most affected 
by the outbreak, reported a 
total of 585 cases through 
June 30. Santa Cruz, a large 
department in eastern Bo¬ 
livia, reported 167 cases. 

Eight of the deaths were 
identified in the department 
of La Paz department, while 
the remaining three were in 
Santa Cruz.

Mexico runner-up demands 
presidential vote recount 


MEXICO CITY (AFP) - The 
runner-up in Mexico's presi¬ 
dential election, leftist candi¬ 
date Andres Manuel Lopez 
Obrador, demanded yesterday 
a full recount of the ballots, 
pointing to "inconsistencies." 

"We have presented a for¬ 
mal request on behalf of the 
coalition asking for a recount 
and counting the votes cast in 
the 143,000 ballot boxes in¬ 
stalled for the presidential 
elections," campaign coordina¬ 
tor Ricardo Monreal said at a 
press conference alongside 
Lopez Obrador. 

Monreal explained that an 
"investigation" by the leftist 
coalition led by the Demo¬ 
cratic Revolution Party, or 


PRD, had so far found that 
113,855 out of the 143,000 
ballot boxes "that were in¬ 
stalled had inconsistencies." 

"There is no doubt that 
there was not a fair and trans¬ 
parent election," said Lopez 
Obrador, accusing the Institu¬ 
tional Revolutionary Party 
(PRI) of having bought "mil¬ 
lions of votes. 

Observers worry that Lopez 
Obrador's refusal to concede to 
rival Enrique Pena Nieto could 
trigger a repeat of the 2006 
presidential election, when he 
lost by less than one percent, 
claimed fraud and organized 
mass protests that paralyzed 
Mexico City for more than a 
month. 


Cuba's first cholera outbreak 
in 130 years kills three 


HAVANA (AFP) - An out¬ 
break of cholera in eastern 
Cuba has killed at least three 
people, 130 years after the last 
known case of the disease was 
reported on the island. 

Health workers have identi¬ 
fied 53 people infected with 
the illness in the coastal town 
of Manzanillo. 

In a statement published in 
the official newspaper 
Granma, Cuba's ministry of 
public health said in a state¬ 
ment that the three fatalities 


were elderly people aged 66, 
70 and 95. 

Authorities said about a 
thousand people were recei¬ 
ving preventative medical 
treatment in Manzanillo, a 
town of some 130,000 inhabi¬ 
tants. 

Health officials said they 
believe heavy rains and hot 
temperatures contributed to the 
outbreak of cholera, an intes¬ 
tinal ailment which is spread 
through contaminated food 
and water. 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - The 
United States announced yes¬ 
terday it has authorized sales 
of the first over-the-counter 
home testing kit for HIV, the 
vims that leads to Acquired 
Immune Deficiency Syndrome 
(AIDS). 

The OraQuick In-Home 
HIV test is expected to be 
available from October at 
30,000 American retail outlets, 
its manufacturer said, with the 
kit allowing people to obtain a 
result within 20 to 40 minutes. 

The US Food and Dmg Ad¬ 
ministration (FDA) and the 
company that makes the kit, 
OraSure Technologies, hailed 
the approval as a major ad¬ 
vance in detecting Human Im¬ 
munodeficiency Virus infec¬ 
tions. 

The test procedure involves 
taking an oral fluid sample col¬ 
lected by swabbing the upper 
and lower gums inside a per¬ 
son's mouth, placing the sam¬ 
ple into the kit's developer vial 
and then waiting for the result. 

The FDA noted that a posi¬ 
tive result from the test does 
not mean a person is definitely 
infected with HIV, but rather 
that an additional test should 
be done in a medical setting to 
confirm the result.

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Cholera outbreak in 
Cuba kills three 


HAVANA (AFP) - A cholera 
outbreak has killed three eld¬ 
erly people and sickened 
dozens more citizens in east¬ 
ern Cuba, the health ministry 
announced on Tuesday. 

A government statement 
published in the daily 
Granma newspaper said 53 
cases of the ailment had been 
identified so far, noting that 
the three people who died 


were aged 95, 70 and 66 re¬ 
spectively. 

Cholera is a water-borne 
disease generally spread by 
poor sanitation. 

A major outbreak of the 
disease has sickened thou¬ 
sands in Haiti and the neigh¬ 
boring Dominican Republic 
over the past several months. 
In Cuba, recent high temper¬ 
atures and heavy rains have 
exacerbated the problem. 


Unknown disease kills 
60 children in Cambodia: 
WHO 


PHNOM PENH (AFP) - An 
unidentified disease has killed 
60 young children in Cambo¬ 
dia in three months, the World 
Health Organization said 
Tuesday as it raced to identify 
the cause. 

’’The number of deaths re¬ 
ported to WHO is 60 cases and 
they have all been in young 
children,” said Dr Nima As- 
gari, a public health specialist 
for the UN body in Cambodia, 
adding that the first casualties 
were reported in April. 

The WHO is currently 
working with the Cambodian 
Ministry of Health ”to identify 
the cause and the route of 
spread of this disease”, he said. 

With the investigation still 
at an early stage, Asgari said it 
was difficult to specify the 
symptoms, which ’’include 
high fever and severe chest 
disease symptoms, plus in 
some children there were signs 
of neurological involvement”. 


There have been 61 reported 
cases so far, Asgari said, with 
just one patient surviving. The 
victims, all aged seven and 
under, were admitted to hospi¬ 
tals in the capital Phnom Penh 
and the northwestern tourist 
hub of Siem Reap. 

In separate comments sent 
to AFP, the WHO said there 
were no signs yet of conta¬ 
gion. 

”To date, there is no report 
of any staff or any neighbour¬ 
ing patients to the cases at the 
hospitals becoming sick with 
similar symptoms,” it said. 

Asgari confirmed there was 
"no cluster of the cases yet” 
but said the high mortality rate 
in such a short space of time 
was worrisome. 

’’WHO is always concerned 
about a disease which causes 
death in such high numbers of 
children,” he told AFP. 

Cambodian health ministry 
officials were not immediately 
available for comment. 


Dutch aid worker murdered 
in Philippines 


MANILA (AFP) - An elderly 
Dutchman who was working 
for a non-government organisa¬ 
tion in the Philippines was shot 
dead on Tuesday, police said. 

William Geertman, 67, who 
worked for an anti-malaria 
campaign, was killed on his 
way to his office in the northern 
city of San Fernando in an ap¬ 
parent robbery attempt, police 
investigator Adrian Regala told 
AFP. 

”He had just come from the 
bank when two unidentified 
suspects entered (his office) 
compound and shot him in the 
back,” Regala said. 

The suspects fled with Geert- 
man's bag, which police said 
contained the money he had just 
withdrawn from the bank. 

The victim was married to a 


local woman and had no known 
political enemies, the investiga¬ 
tor added. 

However, local co-workers 
alleged the killing of Geertman, 
described by police as execu¬ 
tive director of the non-govem- 
ment group Alay Bayan, was 
politically motivated. 

”It is an outrage that he... be¬ 
came a target for such bar¬ 
barous killings,” said the 
activist group National Alliance 
of Indigenous People’s Organi¬ 
sations in the Philippines. 

It said Geertman had been in 
the country for 46 years, help¬ 
ing farmers, tribesmen and en¬ 
vironmental groups and he was 
targetted by the military as part 
of the government’s counterin¬ 
surgency campaign against 
communist rebels. 
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GlaxoSmithKline fined $3 bn 
in US 



(AFP) - GlaxoSmithKline was 
socked with $3 billion in fines 
by US authorities over charges 
it marketed drugs for unautho¬ 
rized uses, held back safety 
data, and cheated the govern¬ 
ment’s Medicaid program. 

In a longstanding case that 
officials said bared the ugly 
underside of the US pharma¬ 
ceutical industry, GSK was 
also accused of paying kick- 
backs to doctors, paying for 
expensive trips and other ben¬ 
efits, to gain their support for 
the drugs the company was 
pushing. 

GSK, one of the world's 
largest health care and phar¬ 
maceuticals companies, 
pleaded guilty on three counts 
and agreed to the fines in what 
the department called the 
largest health care fraud settle¬ 
ment in US history. 

The British drugmaker ad¬ 
mitted to charges that it had 


promoted antidepressants 
Paxil and Wellbutrin for uses 
not approved for by US regu¬ 
lators, including treatment of 
children and adolescents. 

The company also conceded 
charges that it held back data 
and made unsupported safety 
claims over its diabetes drug 
Avandia. 

Altogether it will pay $1 bil¬ 
lion in criminal fines and for¬ 
feitures over charges relating 
to the three drugs. 


In addition, the company 
will pay $1.7 billion in civil 
fines for illegal promotion of 
those drugs as well as others; 
paying kickbacks in their mar¬ 
keting; and making unsubstan¬ 
tiated claims about Avandia's 
safety and efficacy. 

And separately, GSK is 
being fined $300 million to 
settle charges it underpaid re¬ 
bates it owed to the US Medi¬ 
caid program. 

The charges said that from 
1998 to 2003 GSK promoted 
Paxil to use in treating depres¬ 
sion in patients under 18 with¬ 
out approval from the US 
Food and Drug Administra¬ 
tion. 

Likewise, in 1999-2003 the 
company illegally promoted 
Wellbutrin for things like 
weight loss, sexual dysfunc¬ 
tion treatment, and other uses. 

The alleged kickbacks also 
involved the dmgs Zofran, Im- 
itrex, Lotronex, Flovent, and 
Valtrex, the Justice Depart¬ 
ment said.

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Tablets to overtake notebook PCs 
by 2016: study

(AFP) - Tablet computers are 
expected to overtake notebook 
PCs by 2016 as consumers 
shift to newer devices like the 
Apple iPad, a survey said 
Tuesday. 

The survey by research firm 
NPD said tablets will be "the 
growth driver” for the mobile 
computer market over the next 
few years. 

Overall mobile PC ship¬ 
ments including tablets will 
grow from 347 million in 2012 
to over 809 million by 2017. 


Notebook PC shipments are 
expected to increase from 208 
million in 2012 to 393 million 
by 2017, but tablet shipments 
are expected to grow from 121 
million to 416 million in the 
same period. 

A key driver for tablet 
growth is adoption in North 
America, Japan and Western 
Europe, which will account for 
66 percent of shipments in 
2012 and remain in the 60 per¬ 
cent range throughout the next 
few years, NPD said. 


’’Consumer preference for 
mobile computing devices is 
shifting from notebook to 
tablet PCs, particularly in ma¬ 
ture markets,” said Richard 
Shim, analyst at NPD. 

’’While the lines between 
tablet and notebook PCs are 
blurring, we expect mature 
markets to be the primary re¬ 
gions for tablet PC adoption. 
New entrants are tending to 
launch their initial products in 
mature markets. Services and 
infrastructure needed to create 
compelling new usage models 
are often better established in 
mature markets.” 

In its most recent quarterly 
survey on mobile devices, 
NPD said in May that Apple’s 
iPad had 62.8 percent of the 
tablet market, with Samsung a 
distant second at 7.5 percent. 

Since then Google said it 
would sell its own branded 
tablet made by Asus, while 
Microsoft introduced a tablet 
that converts to a notebook, to 
be on sale later this year. 


Version of 'America's birth certificate' 


surfaces in Germany

BERLIN (AFP) - Librarians at 
a German university have 
stumbled across a version of 
the 500-year-old world map 
that was the first to mention 
the name ’’America”, they said 
Tuesday, calling the chance 
find "sensational”. 

Experts did not even know 
about the existence of a fifth 
copy of the map by German 
cartographer Martin Wald¬ 
seemueller until it showed up 
a few days ago, Ludwig Max¬ 
imilian University of Munich 
said. 

The discovery is much 
smaller and thought to have 


been made after the 1507 orig¬ 
inal version, which Germany 
officially handed over to the 
United States in 2007 and now 
lies in the Library of Congress 
in Washington. 

The newly unearthed map, 
one of the so-called globe seg¬ 
ments, is believed to have been 
produced by Waldseemueller 
himself, who died in 1522. 

The new find shows the 
world divided into twelve seg¬ 
ments which taper to a point at 
each end and are printed on a 
single sheet, which, when 
folded out, form a small globe, 
with the three rightmost seg¬ 


ments depicting a boomerang¬ 
shaped territory named Amer¬ 
ica. 

Only four copies of the seg¬ 
mental maps were previously 
known about, the university 
said in a written statement. 

One of the four was sold at 
auction for one million dollars 
in 2005. 

The fifth was found by a 
bibliographer, who was revis¬ 
ing the catalogue, ”in an other¬ 
wise unremarkable volume 
that had been rebound in the 
19th century”, it said. 

It was nestled between two 
printed works on geometry 
from the early 16th century. 

The unearthed map man¬ 
aged to survive World War II, 
hidden but unscathed, despite 
air raids having devastated the 
university library as much of 
its holdings of older books 
were moved out in 1942. 

Waldseemueller probably 
used information gleaned from 
the transatlantic voyages of 
Christopher Columbus, 
Amerigo Vespucci — after 
whom America is named — 
and unknown Portuguese and 
Spanish sources, to draw the 
1507 map. 

Historians ponder why he 
named the new continent after 
Vespucci and not Columbus, 
who ’discovered' America in 
1492.

WASHINGTON (AFP) - The 
International Monetary Fund 
yesterday pared its growth 
forecast for the US economy 
and warned that the Obama ad¬ 
ministration could be slicing 
the deficit too fast for the weak 
economy. 

It also said the country’s 
"tepid" recovery was under 
threat from the pre-pro¬ 
grammed "fiscal cliff’ combi¬ 
nation of sharp spending cuts 
and tax increases at the year- 
end, and a worsening of the eu¬ 
rozone debt crisis. 

The IMF estimated 2012 
US economic growth at a 2.0 
percent, down from April’s 
forecast of 2.1 percent, citing 
sluggish consumer spending, 
the key driver of gross domes¬ 
tic product activity. 

But even that outlook was 
at risk both from the domestic 
political stalemate and deepe¬ 
ning international economic 
challenges, the global crisis 
lender said. 

"It is critical to remove the 
uncertainty created by the ’fis¬ 
cal cliff as well as promptly 
raise the debt ceiling, pursuing 
a pace of deficit reduction that 
does not sap the economic re¬ 
covery," the fund said in its an¬ 
nual report on the US 
economy. 

IMF managing director 
Christine Lagarde, speaking at 
a news conference, highlighted 
the risks to the global economy 
of US political inaction on the 
looming domestic challenges. 

"The domestic effect would 
be severe, with negative spill¬ 
overs to the rest of the world," 
Lagarde said. 

She said the threat of the 
fiscal cliff and the debt ceiling 
not being moved has eroded 
confidence in the country. 

The fiscal cliff is the result 
of Congress’s failure to agree 


on a deficit reduction plan, re¬ 
sulting in mandated tax in¬ 
creases and spending cuts to 
take effect by January 1, 2013. 

Congress remains dead¬ 
locked over how to avoid the 
mandated measures, and the 
political impasse was not ex¬ 
pected to end before the No¬ 
vember 6 presidential election. 

The IMF warned that lea¬ 
ving the measures to take ef¬ 
fect could force a US con¬ 
traction early next year, slam¬ 
ming an already fragile world 
economy. 

It noted the nation’s debt 
ceiling will need to be raised in 
early 2013, after a historic bat¬ 
tle over the same issue in Con¬ 
gress last year roiled markets 
and cost the United States its 
coveted triple-A debt rating for 
the first time. 

The looming need for the 
limit hike was "bringing back 
the risk of heightened uncer¬ 
tainty and financial market dis¬ 
ruption," the Washington- 
based institution said, calling it 
to be lifted as soon as possible. 

The IMF criticized Presi¬ 
dent Barack Obama's proposed 
fiscal 2013 budget, which calls 
for slashing the nation's deficit 
by three percentage points to 
about 5.5 percent of gross do¬ 
mestic product. 

Even if as expected the 
deficit cutting is less than three 
points, the IMF warned that 
"this smaller reduction would 
be too rapid, given the weak 
economy." 

"The composition of spend¬ 
ing should be as growth- 
friendly as possible," the IMF 
said, suggesting a larger deficit 
of about 6.25 percent of GDP 
would be appropriate. 

It called for spending on in¬ 
frastructure, measures to ease 
the housing crisis, and worker 
training programs in the dis¬ 


tressed labor market, where 
job growth has nearly stalled 
and the unemployment rate is 
at 8.2 percent. 

The global lender cited 
risks to US growth, including 
the limited room for monetary 
policy to counter the drag of 
deficit cutting and an erosion 
of skills in the labor market. 

But the IMF emphasized 
that weak consumer spending, 
which accounts for about 70 
percent of the economy, re¬ 
mained a key obstacle to re¬ 
covery three years after the 
Great Recession. 

"Consumption is expected 
to be held back by households 
continuing to repair their bal¬ 
ance sheets amid a sluggish re¬ 
covery of house prices" after 
the housing bubble collapsed 
six years ago.

LONDON (AFP) - The medals 
for the 2012 Olympic Games 
were locked up on Monday in 
a vault at the Tower of London, 
where Britain's Crown Jewels 
are kept under armed guard. 

The 4,700 gold, silver and 
bronze discs will not be seen in 
public again until they are hung 
around the necks of the win¬ 
ning athletes at the Games, 
which open in the British capi¬ 
tal on July 27. 

London Games chief Sebas¬ 
tian Coe took the medals down 
to the vaults, where they will 
stay until they are due to be 
awarded. 

"For an athlete, winning an 
Olympic or Paralympic medal 
represents the conclusion of 
thousands of hours of training 
and reaching the highest level 
in sport," said Coe, who is him¬ 
self a two-time Olympic 1500- 
metre gold medallist. 

"The victory ceremonies 
then provide the moment they 
can truly celebrate their suc¬ 
cess." 

The medals were greeted by 
a fanfare, as the tower's Yeo¬ 
man Warder guards — com¬ 
monly known as Beefeaters — 
watched with 150 schoolchild¬ 


ren from east London. 

The gold medals are not ac¬ 
tually made of solid gold. They 
are in fact 92.5 percent silver 
and 1.34 percent gold, while 
the rest is copper. 

Metals used in the medals 
were mined in Mongolia and 
Utah in the United States. 

Featuring some of the 
world's largest diamonds, the 
Crown Jewels are used by the 
British monarch during corona¬ 
tions and other state functions. 
They have been kept at the 
tower since 1661. 

The imposing castle has 
stood in east London since the 
11th century and has a fa¬ 
mously grisly history. 

It was first used as a jail in 
1100 and went on to witness 
the imprisonment and execu¬ 
tion of many political and reli¬ 
gious prisoners until the 17th 
century. 

It returned to this role during 
the two World Wars, with sev¬ 
eral spies executed there be¬ 
tween 1914 and 1916. 

Rudolf Hess, Adolf Hitler's 
Nazi deputy, was one of the last 
prisoners to be held at the tower 
in 1941. 


LOS ANGELES (AFP) - The 
Church of Scientology denied 
Monday sending anyone to 
follow Katie Holmes after she 
filed for divorce from Tom 
Cruise, amid reports she feared 
her husband's plans for their 
daughter. 

A lawyer for the church also 
dismissed reports that Cruise - 
- a prominent Scientologist — 
wanted their six-year-old 
daughter Suri to join the Sea 
Organization, described as a 
boot camp for the controver¬ 
sial religion.

TMZ reported that Holmes, 
who announced on Friday that 
she was filing for divorce, 
feared that he wanted their 
daughter to join the Sea Org in 
the near future. 

But it cited the Scientolo¬ 
gist's lawyer as saying nobody 
under the age of 16 can join 
the elite body, adding that mi¬ 
nors must have the "consent of 
both parents and/or all legal 
guardians" to become mem¬ 
bers. 

TMZ also cited sources 
close to Holmes as saying she 
believes the Church of Scien¬ 


tology views her as a threat to 
the organization, and has put a 
team on her tail, with "myste¬ 
rious" men and vehicles tailing 
her in recent weeks. 

The attorney's statement 
came after 3 3-year-old 
Holmes was spotted in New 
York on Monday without her 
wedding ring. 

Holmes announcement that 
she was filing for divorce re¬ 
portedly took Cruise by sur¬ 
prise. A spokeswoman said 
Friday that he was "deeply 
saddened" by the move to end 
their five-year marriage.

Drug-cheat Chambers back in British 
Olympic fold 



LONDON (AFP) - Convicted 
drugs cheat Dwain Chambers 
was named in Great Britain's 
Olympic athletics squad on 
Tuesday after his lifetime ban 
was overturned by world anti- 
doping chiefs. 

The 34-year-old sprinter 
was included in the 71-strong 
squad for London following 
the conclusion of a long-run¬ 
ning legal battle which ended 
when the Court of Arbitration 
for Sport (CAS) ruled in his 
favour in April. 

Chambers, who has not 
competed in the Olympics 
since a fourth-place finish at 
the 2000 Sydney Games, was 
banned for two years after test¬ 
ing positive for drugs in 2003 
as the Bay Area Laboratory 


PARIS (AFP) - Bonuses owed 
to the France team for having 
made the quarter-finals of the 
recently-concluded European 
Championships have been 
frozen, the French football 
federation announced on Tues¬ 
day. 

Each member of the French 
team, which lost 2-0 in the 
quarters to eventual winners 
Spain, was eligible for a bonus 
of 100,000 euros. 

But in light of the in-fight¬ 
ing and ill-discipline that 
dogged the country's Euro cam¬ 
paign, federation president 
Noel Le Graet said: "The whole 
of the bonuses of the France 
team at Euro 2012 are frozen. 

"It's blocked money, which 
may be redistributed or maybe 
not." 

Le Graet, up for re-election 
in December, added that four 
players from the squad would 
appear at a disciplinary com¬ 
mittee "as soon as possible 
after their holidays" to explain 
their behaviour at the tourna¬ 
ment hosted by Poland and 
Ukraine. 

"Four players will go be¬ 
fore the disciplinary commit- 


Co-operative (BALCO) scan¬ 
dal broke. 

Under a British Olympic 
Association (BOA) bylaw, ath¬ 
letes testing positive for drugs 
were banned for life from 
competing at the Olympics. 

However the BOA rule was 
declared to be in contravention 
of the World Anti-Doping 
Agency (WADA) code by 
CAS, paving the way for 
Chambers to return. 

"For me representing my 
country in an Olympics is a 
privilege that should never be 
taken for granted," he said. 

"To be given the opportu¬ 
nity to do so in my home town 
has been a dream that at times 
has seemed very distant and is 
now a reality."
